The two armies occupy the same positions they
did at the time of our'last writing.

Bain has been falling since Wednesday night, and
the roads, which were once more becoming com-

pact, will soon be muddy again.
From Petersburg.

The Petersburg "and Richmond papers bring ns
additional intelligence of the late Gght at Hare's
hill. .'-.'

O.-i- r troops were massed to the left of ColquUt's
palimt in front of the enemy's works on the hill,
and at four, o'clock in the morning, all things
being ready, Gen. Gordon's corps of sharpshooters,
250 strong, sprang forward, with empty guns and
advanced stealthily but rapidly on the enemy's
works. As they approached the hostile pickets,
feigning to be deserters, they cried out, " don't
shoot; don't shoot" "You need not be afraid;

' we w.n't shoot; come on, Johnny Rob., come on ;

we are glad to see you," the enemy replied. In a
moment they were over the works, with clublied

muskets and sharp bayonets. Such as were awake
were disabled, t!w s1eptnj$ were captured. Thus
the fi"st line was taken, and scarcely a hot fired.

In the meantime the reserves came up, and the
assault of the second line began. Some of the
aTOustd Yankees had escaped in the' darkness and

. given intelligence of the coming storm. Ihe second

line and forts were taken, with many prisoners and
numerous mortars and other artillery. Thus far
the success of our arms had been brilliant and un-

checked. But now the guns of battery No. 1, on

the river, and fort Steadman, on the right, opened
an enfilading fire upon our column, their position
being such as to completely command the whole of
the captured works. Large forces of tho enemy's
reserves were also massing in the canips behind.

. Under these circumstances Gen. Gordon gave the
Order to retire, and our troops fell back in commen-

dable order. "Up to this moment" say3 .thejEs-pres- s,

"they had, lost nothing, but gained every-

thing. Ihe enemy now opened every gun that
could be"brought to bear on our troops, and sub-

jected them to a rain of iron, before which exper-
ience of Malvern Dill- - and Gettysburg, are said by
veterans, to pale almost into insignificance. It was
painfully distinct in this city, where our very
dwellings were shaken to their foundations. Our
troops, leaving many of their gallant comrades' be-

hind, reached their original positions about 8 or 9
dteSock. The enemy pursued no farther than their
own works."

Since we left
Savannah the country was one vast lowland plain.
Large plantations, with their numerous surroundi-
ngs, fringe the road, while behind the cultivated
lands, which, by the wayj here as well as in Geor-
gia, are converted into corn instead of cotton fields,
the dark pine forests raise the ir.evergreen heads.
The cypress and wild vine, too, festoon the forest,
in front of Mr. Simms' house are some venerable
trees, beneath, which the vine and cypress have
formed fantastic bowers, with their delicate foliage
and garlands o hanging moss. Not far from the
residence is a dark, solemn sw.mp, formed by the
expansion of the Edisto over 4 he lowlands.

The " bummers " say it takes too much time to
use keys. Color is no protection from these
rough-rider- s. TheyJgov through a negro cabin m
search of diamonds-au- gold watches with just as
much freedom and vivacity as they "foot" the
dwelling of a wealthy planter.. They appear to be
possessed of a spirit of "pure cussedness." One
incident of many will' illustrate. A " bummer ".
stepped 'into a house and inquired for sorghum.
The lady of the house presented a jug, which hp
said was too heavy, so he merely tilled his .can-

teen. Then taking a huge w id of tobacco from
his mouth, he thrust it into the jag. The lady in-

quired, in wonder, why he spoiled that which he
did not want " Oh, some fellcr'll come along and
taste that sorghum;, think you've poisoned him;
then he'll burn your damned old "bause." There
are . hundreds of these mounted men with the col-

umn, and they go everywhere. Some of them re
loaded down with silverware, gold coin and other
valuables. I hazard nothing in saying that three-fifth- s

(in value) of the persoaai property of tho
counties we have passed through is in Sherman's
army The yield of Horses and wagons has
not been so large as on the Geoxg'a campaign. In
the matter of food we have fared quite as vftll.'

OCCUPATION OF FAYETTEVILLE.

Fayetteville is a town of some four thousand in-
habitants. The first man to como into the town
was Captain Duncan, commanding the scouts and
mounted men of the Army of teunessee. . He was
repulsed by Hampton's cavalry, and himself taken
prisoner.

els were retreating over the river, they opened two
guns on the town, and then fired the bridge, which
was covered with rosin, .

Fayetteville is garrisioned by General Slocum.
The best'of order and regularity reigns there The
streets are patroled by guards, thus protecting life

and property. Nothing has been destroyed, or is
likely to be destroyed, except the arsenal and the
olfice of the Fayetteville Observer' lying, trucu-

lent sheet, that well deserves its fate. .

kilpatrick's defeat by hampton.
The letters could not well pass over the defeat of

Kilpatrick by Hampton, but they try to cover it
up as well as possible. It appears that Kilp'atrick
started, on the !)th, t" intercept" Hampton, who
was protecting Hardee's rear, and getting in front
of him, waited for him to come up, which he soon
did. The letter says :

The attack was made in three columns. Wheel-

er led the right, Hampton the centre, and Butler
the left, and was perfectly irresistible. Kilpatrick's
first line, under Lieutenant Colonel Way, was act-

ually ridden over ; --headquarters' and artillery Cap-

tured '; and at one time the entire camp, including
the entire staff, andColonel Spencer, commanding
the third brigade, were in the enemy's possession.
But General Kilpatrick made his escape, joined the
brigade of Colonel Spencer, which was falling back
on foot, stubbornly disputing every inch of ground.
A largo portion of the enemy halted in and about
the camp , to plunder. This was- fatal to him.
Little Kil's brave cavalry rallied under the leader-
ship Of their tried commander, retook the hills opon
the left and then, with one wild shout, swept down
upon the rebels, who were swarming about the
captured artillery and Kilpatrick's former

Ip a moment the artillery was in their
possession and tamed upon the enemy.

IV. All officers and privates
detailed because of disability will be examined
monthly, when those found fit for field duty will
be immediately turned over to the Commandant ot
the Post, at which they were employed, to be re-

turned to their commands. ,
This is not intended to apply to those "retired"

under the act to provide an Invalid Corps.
V. Conscripts assigned to light duty will be ex-

amined every three months, when those found equal
to field duty will bo turned over to the enrolling au-

thorities for assignment to command in the field.
VI. In places where Hospital Medical Boards

are located ' they will make the examination ; at
other places they will be made by conscript boards.

VII. Monthly reports of all - men found fit for
field duty, and sent in accordance with these in-

structions to the fielff, will be transmitted by the
boards through the Surgeon General to the Adju-
tant and Inspector General.
"VIII. Notices of all detailed soldiers returned to
duty with their commands will be forwarded by the
Medical. Board to company commanders.

IX. The examination referred to in Paragraphs
IVnV, VI, of this order, will be made by the med-

ical boards at the posts where the men are employ-
ed. Their failure to make- - such examinations will
be reported by the post commanders to the Adju-
tant and Inspector General.

X. Where soldiers in hospitals are transferred
to other hospitals, surgeons in charge will put them
in charge of the officer of the train' guard of the
railroad upon which they are sent, who will be re
sponsible for their delivery to the officer of the
train guard of the next conneting railroad en route,
or to the surgeon in charge of the hospital to which
they are transferred.

XI. Persons arriving at the age of 18 years of
age, and all others in the Reserve forces not dis-

abled for active duty, who are within the conscript
age, will be turned over to enrolling officer's for as-

signment to companies in the general service. Tho
fact of their holding commissions does not preclude
the operation of this order. Generals of Reserves
and Inspectors are required to enforce this order.
